Responsive to the Restriction Requirement the Office issued in the above referenced 
patent application, Applicants submit herewith this response to the Restriction Requirement. 
In addition, Applicants also submit herewith a Preliminary Amendment of the elected claims 
and respectfully request entrance of the amended claims into the record before examination 
of the instant application on its merits. 


Restriction Requirement. The Restriction Requirement indicates that Claims 1-50, 
81, and 82 (Group I) are directed to predicting prescription pick up time and constitute a 
distinct invention from the invention of Claims 51-80, 83, and 84 (Group II) directed to 
determining persons required at each skill level. The Restriction Requirement requests that 
Applicants elect one group of claims. Applicants hereby elect without traverse Group I 
claims, including Claims 1-50, 81, and 82, for prosecution, and cancel Group II claims, 
including Claims 51-80, 83, and 84, in view of this election of Group I claims.
